Organization and Functions 


The Department of Transportation was established effective July l, 
1966, by an act of the Legislature on December 12, 1966. Thus, New 
Jersey was the first State in continental United States to adopt the 
concept of an integrated approach to all transportation problems. 


Under the Transportation Act of 1966, the newly created Transporta- 
tion Department absorbed the functions of the State Highway Department 
and received the Bureau of Aeronautics from the Department of Conservation 
and Economic Development. 


The law provides for a Commissioner of Transportation to head the 
Department, to be appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. In brief, the act directs the Commissioner to assume 
the following responsibilities: 


1 - Develop and maintain a comprehensive master 
plan for transportation development. 


2 - Develop and promote programs to foster efficient

The Commissioner is empowered to appoint principal subordinates to 
assist him in carrying out his duties: a Deputy Commissioner who directs 
the Department's overall operations; an Assistant Commissioner for High- 
ways; and an Assistant Commissioner for Public Transportation. 


The Department is organized into four major areas, based on the 
function which must be performed: Transportation Planning and Research; 


Engineering and Operations; Fiscal Management; and Employee and Manage- 
ment Services. 


Some of the responsibilities of Planning and Research are: scien- 
tific research and evaluation necessary for planning of new or improved 
transportation facilities; accumulation of data and operation of a 
computer resource center; production of the official State map; pre- 
paration of environmental analyses and project location studies. 


The Director of Engineering and Operations has many divisions and 
bureaus under his supervision for the design and construction of all 
transportation projects, and maintenance of the State highway system. 
To efficiently perform this function, many regional construction, main- 
tenance and right-of-way offices are located throughout the State. 
Engineering and Operations acts as liaisons between the Federal govern- 
ment and local municipalities in the administration of various Federal 
aid programs for highways. 


Fiscal Management administers the financial records and fiscal 
controls of the Department in accordance with regulations and sound 
financial management principles. 


Employee and Management Services includes personnel services, 
purchasing, management of the Department's physical plant and operation 
of a Data Processing Center which serves the Department of Transporta- 
tion, and several other State Departments as well. 


A major policy-making body in the Department is the Commuter 
Operating Agency which is comprised of four members: The Commissioner 
of Transportation; the Assistant Commissioner for Public Transportation; 
the State Treasurer; and the President of the State Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners, or persons designated by them. The agency has 
the authority to contract with rail and bus carriers to conserve and 
improve necessary commuter services and to contract for improvement of 
capital facilities essential to those services. 


A new operations unit in the Department is the Division of Commuter 


a 


Services, responsible for developing plans and implementing capital 
improvements for the suburban rail and bus system. The Division 
negotiates agreements with private carriers to maintain essential 
services, and to encourage increased use of mass transit. The Division 
includes the Bureaus of Program Development, Rail Operations, Analysis 
and Marketing, and Bus Operations. 


The Transportation Act of 1966 also authorized establishment of a 
Commuter Advisory Committee consisting of the Assistant Commissioner 
for Public Transportation as chairman and ten other members appointed 
by the Governor. They are two citizens of the State who are commuters, 
two mayors of municipalities or two freeholders of counties served by 
railroads under contract to the State, two officials of unions repre- 
senting employees of railroads under contract to the State, two officials 
of railroads or motorbus carriers under contract to the State, and two 
public members who are citizens of the State. The Committee's duties 
are to consult with and advise the Commissioner on problems of commuter 
railroads and to conduct such studies of specific commuter matters as 
he may direct. 


The Department has varied responsibilities in the development of 
the State transportation system. These involve such processes and 
operations as planning and research, commuter services, economic and 
environmental analysis, design, right-of-way acquisition, quality 
control, construction, maintenance, traffic safety, local government 
aid, and aeronautics activities. Following are the principal functions 
in carrying out the transportation program: 


Planning and Research 


Statistics and data are constantly gathered and analyzed to guide 
the inter and intra-modal planning for new transportation facilities 
and expansion and improvement of existing facilities. Planning per- 
sonnel also develop and update a transportation master plan for the 
Department and compile coordinated construction programs. 


Community Involvement 


In order to increase the involvement of the public in planning and 
developing transportation projects, an Office of Community Involvement 
has been established. The Office seeks to stimulate and facilitate 
more informed participation by the public in transportation programs. 


Commuter Services 


The Department had subsidized the operations of commuter rail lines 
in the State to insure the continuation of essential passenger services. 
From 1961 to 1974, the total annual payments appropriated by the Legis- 
lature for this purpose amounted to more than $146 million. In addition, 
the Department has spent more than $51.4 million to purchase new or 
improved equipment for various railroad companies as part of a capital 


improvement program. 


Since 1969, financial assistance for bus operations has totaled 
$9.7 million. In 1974, 23 companies received this aid, including 


at hoe 


Transport of New Jersey, the State's largest bus operator. As part of 
its capital improvement program for the bus industry, the Department 
spent $1 million on an experimental project, the first Ore ttsekind, sto 
purchase 29 air-conditioned buses of various sizes and seating 
capacities in 1973. 


Another public transit service offered by the Department, the 
Senior Citizen Half-Fare Bus Program, began in 1973. This program, 
enabling persons 62 years of age or older to ride at half-fare on 
buses and jitneys during off-peak hours on regular routes within the 
State, received a $6.1 million subsidy for its first year of operation. 


Economic and Environmental Analysis 


Comprehensive studies in regard to economic, environmental, and 
social factors are developed for all new transportation facilities. 
During this process, there is coordination with interested local 
officials. 


Design 


Design engineers supervise or review all final construction drawings. 
They provide comprehensive subsurface data for all work, design the 
drainage systems and waterway openings, and plan the relocation of 
utilities. Design personnel also process plans, specifications, and 
estimates for construction contracts. 


Right-of-Way Acquisition 


Right-of-Way activities include supervising property appraisals, 
establishing fair market values, title searches, title closings, and 
negotiating sale agreements for properties required for highways and 
public transportation facilities. The Right-of-Way Division also seeks 
replacement housing for persons or businesses displaced, and provides 
aid for moving costs. It sells buildings acquired with land bought for 
right-of-way, as well as land declared surplus, and rents many properties. 


Quality Control 


Strict quality controls are exercised over all materials delivered 
directly to the Department or to construction and maintenance sites. 
Department personnel check many materials at the source through inspec- 
tions they make at plants of suppliers. Rigid tests are performed in 
the Department's laboratory on all construction and maintenance materials. 
Field inspections and testings are made of bituminous and portland cement 


concrete and aggregates. 


Construction 


The construction function involves the administration of construc- 
tion and improvement programs which have escalated in recent years. In 
addition to new highway construction, existing highways are improved 
through widening, dualization, resurfacing, and the installation of 
overpasses, jughandles, center barriers, and creeper lanes. Also, 
railroad station facilities are built new or improved. 
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Maintenance 


The maintenance function is to keep the State Highway System as 
serviceable as possible. This involves continual inspection and repair 
of highways and bridges; keeping drainage systems functioning properly; 
clearing pavements of snow and ice; removing litter, mowing grass, and 
keeping landscaped areas tidy; installing delineators, reflectors, and 
signs; and periodically painting pavement lines. 


Safety of Travel 
The Department's concern with travel safety involves virtually 


every aspect of operations. Activities include accident indentification 
and investigation of accident locations by the Division of Research and 


Development; pedestrian safety and traffic engineering services, including 
signs, markers, and signals, by the Bureau of Traffic Engineering; debris, 
hazard control, and cleanup by the Bureau of Maintenance; and the various 


safety considerations which are responsibilities of the Bureau of Safety 
Operations. 


Aid to Local Governments 


The Department assists counties and municipalities in extending, 
rebuilding, and maintaining more than 6,600 miles of county and 22,600 
miles of municipal streets with annual appropriations. The funds are 
distributed mainly under legislated formulas reflecting areas, road 
mileage, and population each calendar year. They are used for such 
varied purposes as construction, reconstruction, maintenance and repair, 
lighting and policing of roads and bridges, and snow and ice control. 


Aviation Activities 


The Division of Aeronautics is responsible for the licensing of 
airports, heliports, fixed-base operators, parachute centers, and air 
meets; insuring enforcement of licensing, registration, inspection, 
and investigation policies; investigating accidents; developing a 
system of airports; promoting of progress and education in aeronautics; 
and cooperating with Federal agencies concerned with aeronautical 
development.
